SURF BATHING 


The world’s largest ocean has been for 
centuries grinding the sand and shaping it 
into miles on miles of beaches, for the 
pleasure-of,gitizens and guests of Los An- 
géles County.

‘All that Los Angeles County has to offer 
in the way of outdoor entertainment is not 
at sea level, however. Traversing the coun- 
ty from east to west, the Sierra Madre 
Mountains, a part of the Coast Range, offer 
a number of peaks for the alpine enthusi- 
ast. Of these Old Baldy (Mt. San Antonioe,) 
with an elevation of ten thousand and 
eighty feet, is the highest. From its sum- 
mit a marvelous panorama of ocean, fruited 
Plains, and populous cities may be seen on 
the one side: on the other, the mysterious 
desert with its beautiful colorings and filu- 
sive enchantments. All around are lower, 
yet lofty, mountain tops, each with its own 
tlaim to fame. 


Among these is Mt. Lowe, world re- 
nowned for the inclined railway that lifts 
the traveler the first step up its slope. 
Near by stands Mt. Wilson, crowned with 
white domes and towers, instruments of 
man’s attempt to understand the heavens. 
Weekly, the use of the huge.refiecting tele- 
scope is given over to the public, and Jupi- 
ter’s many moons and Saturn's rings be- 
come things we have seen. 


CANYON TRIPS 


Between the mountain masses, and 
gouged into their flanks, are innumerable 
canyons, shaded with trees, green with 
ferns, full of music of bees, birds and the 
babblings of busy brooks. Some of these 
canyons are twenty miles and more in 
length in theic twisting course from the 
plains up to the sources of the streams that 
made them. Others are but one family 
size, affording, however, ideal picnic spots, 
out-of-doors, away from the confusion of 
civilization, just made for 4 holiday. 


In one of the larger canyons, at an ele- 
vation of over seven thousand feet, on the 


desert side of the mountains, Los Angeles 
County has recently set aside for pubiio 
use almost six hundred acres of pine forest, 
Not only is this public park attracting hun- 
dreds with its bracing, pine-laden air dur- 
ing the summer, but it is expected to prove 
especially attractive during the winter and 
épring as a place where winter sports may 
be indulged in, for the snow will lie deep 
and late on its slopes. 


CAKYON HOMES ~ 


Most of the canyons are within the 
boundaries of the National Forest Reserve, 
and the Federal government has set aside, 
in many of them, cabin sites. These are 
leaged|from the government for fifteen dol- 
lara a year, and so popular are they that 
the demand exceeds the supply, and new 
locations are being made yearly. On these 
cabin sites buildings costing anywhere from 
twenty-five dollars to ten thousand dol- 
lars are erected, according to the purpose, 
pride and pocketbook of the lessee. How- 
ever pleasant one’s daily surroundings may 
be, these canyon retreats fill a real need, 
and are so guarded in their use that they 
make the canyons of greateg not less, 
worth to the public at large. 


In several of the canyons there are re- 
sorts, out-of-door hotels, where a vacation 
may be enjoyed in the mountains with 
meals and lodging supplied. Such places 
are the center of trails leading to other 
canyons and mountain tops, to be traveled 
on foot or on horseback. A vacation so 
spent has one disadvantage, it is imevitably 
too short. r 


HUNTING 


To those whose delight it ibAo hunt, Los 
Angeles County offers a variety of enter- 
tainmgnt. In their seasons (for the pro- 


-tection of the law is insuring a continuance 


of the pastimef rabbits, quail, doves, ducks 
and deer are the objects of many expedi- 
tions. As many as seven wild deer were seen 
at one time within two hours of the County 
Courthouse, not long ago. Such sights 
come, of course, when no gun is present, 
but there is a reward to hunting beyond 
the pleasure of the trip itself, for game 
is to be had. 


Mention should be made, too, of our trout 
streams, for, though not so plentiful as 
those of the High Sierras, they are far 
from being negligible. The best known 
streams are Big Creek, over the mountains 
from the coastal plain, and the San Gabriel. 
Less known streams, reached from the 
Ridge Route, are no less worth visiting. 
for they will return limits to the skillful 
angler.

John A. Forthmann, pioneer, merchant,

rr degrees Fahrenheit. In the second 
place the diagram conclusively shows 
that there is nothing even approaching a 
“climatic cycle.” Climatic cycles exist only 
in the imagination; careful computations 
show that no matter how long the weather 
record may be, the sunspot cycle of eleven 
years, the German-tycle of thirty-seven 
years, or any other arbitrary period fails to 
show conclusive results unless allowances 
are made. And, of course, when once ex- 
ceptions are permitted, then the whole 
structure fails. 


Wet and Dry Years 


HE rainfall chart proves the oft-repeat- 

ed assertion that rain in Southern Calli- 
fornia is notable chiefly on account of its 
erratic and uncertain character. While the 
average rainfall in Los Angeles is a trifle 
over fifteen inches, the extremes range from 
thirty-eight inches in 1883-84 to less than six 
inches in 1898-09. If the Los Angeles dis- 
trict was dependent upon local rains such 
as charted, the water supply would be in- 
sufficient for agricultural and horticultural 
necessities not {9 mention the demands of a 
large population. It is only for the fact 
that more than twice the amount falling in 
Los Angeles is precipitated on the moun-

XPERIMENTS in measuring the vrelqcity 
of light and im proving or disproving 
the Einstein theory of relativity are bet — 
two of the activities which go on at the 
great solar observatory on Mt. Wilson, 
where the Carnegie Institute > ye the 
greatest telescope in the wor a gigantic 
reflector 100 inches in diameter, housed 
beneath a dome of 100 feet. 


For the experiments in the velocity of 
light, a special reflector: was set up the past 
year on Mt Baldy, visible to the east, which 
sends the sun's beams to a revolving mir- 
ror on Mt. Wilsom. The apparatus was per- 
fected during the summer, and it is expected 
that next summer's observations will be of 
great scientific importance amd give new 
information about the size of the visible unt 
verse. 

The complex Eimstein. theory is to be 
tested by means of an apparatus of steel 
tubing a mile long, through which beams 
of light will be projected. This apparatus 
was designed during the past summer and ie 
planned to be erected next summer. 


The Mt. Witson Observatory is the mecca 
of scientists of all cofntries. Its director, 
Dr. George Ellery Hale, one of the foremost 
of astronomers, is at present in Europe and 
is mot expected to return before late fall, 
but in his absence a capable staff is 
ing on.

SUNDED more than a century ago as 

a Franciscan mission by Father Ju- 
nipero Serra, the town of San Gabriel is 
the seat of one of the best preserved of the 
twenty-one missions along El Camino Real.

The main street of this old town forms & 
semicircle, and is well paved and lighted 
with ornamental lights.

A new theater building is under construc 
tion, and when finished: will represent an 
expenditure of $250,000. This theater is to 
house the production of John Steven Me 
Groarty’s famous Mission Play. 

A $50,000 city hall is in the course of con- 
struction, Bonds have been voted for the 
erection of two new grammar schools. 

The social life and club life are equal to 
that of any city in the Southland. There is 
an excellent Woman's Club with a member 
ship of 125. There are three banking insti- 
tutions of the community. An active Cham- 
ber of Commerce will have commodious of- 
fices in the new city hall.

HE name “Alliambra” is one of To 
mance. And that name has been ‘given 
ae ‘old romantic mission of San 
Alhambra is the “Gate City” of the San 
Gabriel Valley. Its business center is eight 
miles northeast of Los Angeles, and within 
a thirty-minute carride therefrom. Its city 
limite are touched by those of Pasadena, 
South Pasadena and at the west, Los An- 
The numerous resorts are within 
easy reach, and the foothills and mountains 
are at her door. ; 
The growth of Southern California has 
been manifested in Alhambra during the 
past year, where more business concerns 
have been added than in the five years pre- 
vious. 


As a home city, it is unexcelled, progres- 
sive, and a pride in their ownership have 
made the homes of its 16,000 residents beau- 
ty spots. 

The assessed valuation of the city is $13,- 
000,000, and the tax rate is very low. The 
City Manager form of government prevails, 
which is conducted economically. One of 
the recent buildings erected on the main 
street of the town is a new city hall, built 
for a population of 100,000. All of the bust 
ness houses are of brick or stone. No wood- 
en business houses adorn the main’ street. 
A recent improvement is the ornamental 
lighting system of the streets. 


During the past six months the Chamber 
of Commerce compiled figures which show 
that an average of thirty-five familfes per 
week are moving into Alhambra. 


Last June the citizens voted $750,000 in 
bonds, $300,000 for additional high school 
buildings and $450,000 for a sewer system. 

The city officials have set aside three hun- 
dred acres as an industrial district, entirely 
away from the residential section. 


"T foothilt city bas been forging ahead 
in population during the past year. It 
now numbers over 3000 inhabitants. In- 
creased car service over the Pacific Elec- 
tric Railroad is monthly increasing this 
humber. More than sixty new residences 
and business blecks have been erected 
during the past twelve months. Owing to 
the rapid growth, additional school build- 
ings have just been completed to furnish 
increased schooling space for the 400 pu- 
pills now attending the grammar school, 
with its corps of fourteen teachers. °For- 
merly looked upon solely as a health re- 
sort for tubercular and kindred ailments, 
this city is taking its place as a thriving 
and bustiihg municipality, with all the ad- 
vantages of the larger cities in the Soyth- 
land. 


The postoffice has now been placed in the 
second class, with a city mail delivery twice 
aday. Funds have been voted by the city 
officials for a survey of grounds belo 
to the municipality upon which to lay out 
a public park. The county supervisors are 
having a survey made for the continuation

The 
altitude here varies m 900 to 1400 feet 
above sea level. New settlements are 
springing up in the canyons and thousands 
of mountain hikers weekly enjoy the many 
mouhtain roads leading from this charm- 
ing suburban city of homes.

Monrovia 


ONROCVIA. home t the heart of 
the San Gabriel Valley orange belt, is 
but nineteen miles east of Los Angeles, 
along the famous Foothill Boulevard. It les 
at the base of the beautiful Sierra Madre 
Mountains, overlooking the fertile San Ga- 
briel Valley, the very center of Southern 
California's outdoor playground. thirty-five 
miles from the beaches and forty miles 
from the mountain vacation lands of the 
Big Bear Lake district.

OMONA, “The Place Where You'd Like 

to Live,” is a thriving city, beautifully 

located in the center of the great citrus 
belt of Southern California, thirty-two miles 
east of Los Angeles, with an altitude of 860 
feet above sea level. To the north lie the 
Sierra Madre Mountains from which the 
melting snow carries the splendid water sup 
ply to Pomona for domestic use. These 
mountains, with their beautiful and numer- 
ous small canyons, afford near-by camping 
grounds, which are used by hundreds dur- 
ing the vacation season, while the splendid 
highways leading to the sea give those who 
love the ocean an opportunity to be at its 
side in only a few hours. 


Pomona inhabitants are a busy people. In 
addition to the great citrus industry, there 
are rich and fertile lands adjoining the city 
which are adaptable to diversified farming. 
Deciduous fruits of all kinds thrive and pro- 
duce abundantly. Walnuts, berries of all 
kinds and vegetables are grown in lagre 
quantities. Much caulifloweer is shipped to 
eastern markets. Grain, wheat, oats, barley 
and alfalfa are grown extensively and add 
much to the output of the valley. Dairying 
is developing very rapidly in the com- 
munity. The poultry business has gone 
ahead. during the last few years with leaps 
and bounds. Under the supervision of the 
State Farm Bureau, Pomona is conducting 
an egg-laying contest which is proving of 
great benefit to the industry throughout the 
State. Many new chicken ranches have been 
started this year. 


There are also important industries, the 
largest of which is the Pomona Manufac- 
turing Company. From this factory deep 
well pumps are sent throughout the United 
States. Two large canneries, one large dry 
yard and several] smaller ones, provide em- 
ployment for several hundred people - dur- 
ing the packing and drying season. Just 
east of Pomona is the largest vineyard in 
the world in which over 5000 acres are 
planted to grapes. 

Pomona schools have few equals. Pomona 
College, with nearly 1000 enrolled, the senior 
and two junior high schools with over 1400 
students, the grade schools with an enroll- 
ment of over 2000 from kindergarten up to 
high school age, the Pomona Junior College 
with academic recognition, the Catholic 
Academy of Holy Names, and the Webb 
School for Boys, give the community educa- 
tional facflities unsurpassed. A new $500,- 
000 high school building was finished for 
the September opening of schoo! last fall. 


Pomona has four parks. Ganesha, the 
largest, has fifty-seven acres, well planted, 
splendid drives, beautiful views of the valley 
from Point Lookout and Inspiration Point. 
large and well equipped picnic unds, 
plunge, tennis courts, ball grounds, swings 
and other amusements. The Greek Theater, 
located in Ganesha Park, is a beautiful 
structure, the stage and dressing-rooms be 
ing of reinforced concrete.

lumber and box shook industry plays in 
bringing these fruits to your table. 

One of the most important factors in this 
industry is the California Pine Box Dis- 
tributors of San Francisco. Thig concern is 
organized along the same lines as the co- 
operative fruit producers of the State which 
have become world-famous in this method 
of handling their product, and in the very 
nature of things is, to quite an extent, a 
partner with the fruit grower and shipper 
and should be regarded by the general pub- 
lie in the same light—that is, a co-operative 
institution for the benefit of the consuming 
public as well as its own members. It uni- 
fies the source of supply, making better 
distribution possible, and its ability to con- 
centrate its immense production in order to 
take care of a given fruit crop has had a 
very marked influence in building up the 
fruit industry of California. 


Handles Manufactured Shook 


The California Pine Box Distributors is 
composed of some twenty-two members, 
owners and operators of lumber plants ex- 
tending from Klamath Falls, Oregon, to 
Central California, including the extreme 
southern timber producing portion of the 
Sierrgs. It is a sales agency handling the 
shook manufactured by its members 
through the central office in San Francisco 
on a strictly co-operative plan, being a non- 
profit, non-capital stock organization. 

Its combined output is some 10,000 cars 
of an average of 25,000 board feet per car, 
or a total of 250,000,000 feet of shook. As- 
suming an average of three feet to the box, 
this would mean over 80,000,000 boxes and 
as this constitutes about 70 per cent of the 
entire manufacture of California, one can 
readily grasp the enormous quantity of 
lumber necessary to box the fruits of Cali- 
fornia. A few examples will suffice to show 
the specific commodities included in this 
total. 

In citrus fruits—oranges, lemons, grape 


- 


fruit, etc, the movement is trom 20.0¢0,000 
to 25,000,000 annually, normally. 
Canped goods of kin@s require about 
12,000,000 boxes cantaloupes about 
6,000,000 crates. It is almost impossible to 
figure the amount of crates used in the 
vegetable business, particularly in Southern 
California, the Imperial Valley region 
alone using from 300 to 600 carloads of 


shook. 
20,000,000 Dug Boxes 

One could go on with these figures in 
deciduous fruits to extent that could 
hardly be grasped by @ average reader 
but these examples will suffice. One item 
alone, however, should be mentioned and 
that is the wine grape consumption. There 
were used last year in the boxing of wine 
grapes over 20,000,000 lug boxes, known to 
the trade as the “Los Angeles Lug,” which 
package originated in Los Angeles. This 
sounds like an anti-Volstead argument, but 
the fact remains that the law permitting 
the manufacture of wine to a limited ex- 
tent im the private homes all over the coun- 
try, has brought about a peculiar situa- 
tion. The juice of the grape formerly con- 
centrated in the form of wine and bottled 
and barreled is now shipped in the original 
fruit, which requires a box to carry it to 
destination and with the usual ingenuity 
of California fruit shippers, working in 
conjunction with the box manufacturers, 
they have produced the most practical form 


In handling, the distribution of this enor-

Sacramento, San Jose, Watsonville, Fresno, 
Los Angeles and Brawley, where ware- 
houses are maintained for distributing the 
production in wagon-load lots to the small-

1,000,000,000 Feet of Lumber

lumbering operations cannot be conducted 
in the winter months because of heavy 
snows, the operating period is confined to 
about seven or ef—ht months in the year 
when the lumber must be manufactured 
and seasoned so that the consumers can 
have their boxes during the non-operating 
months of the winter. This particularly 
applies to the citrus and vegetable crops, 
two of our largest crops. The investment 
necessary* for this production is something 
enormous and in order to produce the 
amount of box lumber necessary, estimated 
at around 360,000,000 feet, about three 
times this amount in footage must be pro- 
duced, or 1,000,000,000 feet of lumber an- 
nually. This large extra production is ne- 
ceskary because only about 25 to 33 1-3 
per cent of the product is suitable for box- 
making. The process of manufacture ex-« 
tending from the woods of the timbered 
slopes of the Sieftas, down through the 
sawmills and box factories, is a_very intri® 
cate and highly specialized business, em- 
ploying thousands of-men and reaching 
into numerous other lines of supply buai- 
ness. 
‘All Difficulties Overcome 

It has been estimated that there is no 
other single business’ in the country so far- 
reaching in ité collateral relations to other 
industries, as the lumber business. @eme 
of these mills are located in such difficult 
country that their only means of trans- 
portation is by flume for a distance of sixty 
miles. Others have their own rafiroads 
ranging from thirty to sixty miles in length, 
either for lagging or hauling their tumber 
after it is manufactured. One of the insti- 
tutions, located in a particularly difficult 
country, evolved a most original plan of 
transportation. An,aerial cable tramway, 
patterned after those used in carrying 
ore, was installed and by this means trans- 
ports the product from sawmill to railroad, 
a distance of five miles, across an elevation 
of over 5000 feet. The lumber is loaded 
in unit packages of about $54 feet, going, 
out over the line every three minutes, giv- 
ing a ten-hour capacity of 100,000 feet per 


Dimes, is ‘probably the ‘most interesting 
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to view, though almost any of the moun- 
tain lumbering operations of California and 
Southern Oregon greatly interest sight- 
seers. With the opening up of the magnifi- 
cent highway system of California, many of 
these mills have become more accessible 
and the public can see where the boxes 
come from and how they are made. 

Accompanying photographs of some of 
these lumbering scenes are extremely inter- 
esting. They are typical of the general 
operations conducted by the box industry 
of California and Southern Oregon. With 
particular reference to the Los Angeles 
branch of the California Pine Box Dis- 
tributors, the warehouse here occupies 
about an acre of ground, 


Southern California Operations 
The Lee Angeles branch is conducted 
under the very able management of the lo- 
cal agent, Mr. J. W. Jacobson, with a corps 
of assistants, and the general direction of 
the Brawley branch is also handled from 
Los Angeles, Imperial Valley being tribu- 
tary to Los Angeles. Mr. Jacobson’s agency 
covers all of the territory south of the 
Tehachapi to San Diego. ‘ . 
While there are several good-sized local 
factories for making up the box in its 
complete form, the bulk of the Southern 
California business is handied in shook 
either through the depot by auto, or in 

carloads direct to the packing-houses. 
Thus, the operations of the California 
Pine Box Distributors have had a large and 
healthy influence in bullding up Los An- 


geles, as well as the whole of Southern | 


California.

It was a year of intense progress and 
every corner, nook and cranny of the 500,000 
acres known as “Nature's Prolific Wonder- 
land” felt the benefit of the forward strides 
everywhere in evidence. 


The county government, municipalities 
and school districts seemed to vie with each 
other in “speeding up” the community's ad 
vancement, and private money also “loom 
ened up” to remarkable extent, with 
the result that additional structures of ev- 
ery kind are to be seem on every hand, 
either newly completed during the year or 
still under construction. : 

The spirit of co-operation was more in 
evidence and the various communities not 
only worked for their own individual ad- 
vancement but also for the general progress 
of the county as a whole. A splendid ex 
ample of this spirit is seen in the progress 
toward a joint outfall sewer system, with 
Santa Ana, Anaheim and Fullerton co-oper- 
ating im the project, and with the prospect 
eiso that later the city of Orange will 
in them in the undertaking. These vari- 
ous communities had been enduring cond! 
tions that. were not entirely satisfactory, 
with individual sewer farms, etc., but for 
several months civic leaders had seen the 
need of an outfall system and gradually the 
project was worked out. By fall the legal 
obstacles were cleared away and there Was 
every prospect that the project, running into 
several hundred thousand dollars, would be 
completed by the fall of 1923. 


Orange County Fair 


NOTHER splendid example of county- 

wide co-operation was the Orange Coun- 
ty Fair, held September 27-30 at Santa Ama, 
and declared by all to have been the most 
successful event of its kind held in the coun- 
ty’s history. Given up by the city of Hunt- 
ington Beach because it had become too 
great a burden for the smaller community, 
the county fair was taken over jointly by the 
Santa Ana Chamber of Commerce and the 
Orange County Farm Bureau, and an ex- 
ecutive committee representing these two 
organizations was formed, and carried the 
fair through to a most successful conclu- 
sion, with nearly 75,000 people visiting ‘the 
tents, and a sizable cash surplus on hand 
after the event was over. Business, agri-

ticles undoubtedly will bring returns to the 
entire county for many months to come. 


The second California Valencia Orange 
Show, held at Anaheim in May. undér aus- 
pices of the Anaheim Chamber of Commerce.

before the great Valencia orange industry, 
which annually brings into this county sev- 
eral million dollars. Elaborate decorations 
and striking feature displays marked this 
exposition, which in two years has estab- 
lished itself as one of the annual events of 
importance in Southern California. 


The city of Fullerton did itself proud on 
November 1! by acting as host to all other 
county communities in a mammoth Armi- 
stice Day celebration, with parade and ath- 
letic program, participated in by hundreds 
of civic, fraternal and business organiza- 
tions.

New Paved Highway 


PAVED highway across the desert to 
Needles was forecast early in October 
with the announcement that the California 
State Highway Commission had approprt- 
ated $360,000 for the construction of a mac- 
adamized road between Victorville and 
Barstow. The paved highway fgom Sum- 
mit, in Cajon Pass, to Victorville, built at 
a cost of $107,000, was opened during the 
fall, linking San Bernardino and the degert 
city with Southern California's wondrous 
system of highways. 
Work on the paving to Barstow is expect- 
ed to begin early this year. With the des- 
ert paved, California will be even more at- 
tractive to the motor tourists. Commercial 
ly, the paving of the desert means much to 
both San Bernardino and Los Angeles. It 
will mean that California will welconie the 
motorists at the Colorado River. 

The paved highway formerly extended to 
Summit in Cajon Pass. In the pass is Camp 
Cajon, one of the most unique metor camp- 
ing grounds in California.

‘AN BERNARDINO recorded the greatest 
growth, in population, homes, civic 
and industrail development, in its history 
Guring the past year. Building permits 
reached nearly $2,000,000, a gain of almost 
£1,000,000 over 1921. Erection of a $250,000 
municipal auditoriam in Pjoneer Park, the 
paving of seven miles of streets and the 
construction of six new business biocks 
marked the city’s progress. It is estimated 
that more than 900 new homes were built.

ciduous and citrus-fruit district in the 
county, with the greatest building year in 
its history, replaced Redlands as San Ber- 
nardino’s county's “second city.” Ontario's 
streets are wide, well-paved and lined with 
modern homes. Euclid avenue, the city’s 
principal thoroughfare, extends from the 
business district to the foot of the moun- 
tains. 

Chaffey Union High School, famous for its 
farm educational course, provides expert 
instructors and is attended.by 1000 pupils 
from. the district within a radius of fifteen 
miles. Beautiful churches and parks add 
to the city’s civic attractiveness. 


Ontario is the home of the Edison Hot- 
point Electrical factory, employing nearly 
1000 skilled workers and producing thovw- 
sands of modern electrical appliances an- 
nually. Its canneries pack more deciduous 
fruits than any city in California. It has 
been estimated that 35,000 tons of fruit was 
prepared for shipment by its canneries and 
dehydrating plants during 1922. Its citrus 
shipments totaled 900 cars.

Nearly a score of packing-houses shipped

the Redlands packing-houses. 

Redlands is also the shipping center for 
the famous Yucaipa appleraising district. 
It is noted as a resort city and is on the 
route to Big Bear Valley. It is the home of 
the Redlands University, a Baptist educa- 
tional institution.

Rancho de Las Palomas is capable of supporting

‘Hereford cattle, all dehorned. The herd unquestion- 
ably has not its equal in North America. All bulls are 
raised-in the United States and from the best regis- 
tered strains. An average of 300 young bulls are 
required to be purchased and sent to the ranch an- 
nually. The merchantable cattle are annually sold in 
the United States, delivered on the railroad at Golum- 
bus, New Mexico.

In 1921 there were 105,000 acres of alfalfa 
in the valley which, with the great variety 
of other feeds grown here, make this valley 
especially adapted to milk production.: Un- 
usual interest is now being manifested in 
dairying.

The 
County Board of Stpervisors recently ap- 
pointed a deputy farm adviser, from the 
University of California.

No effort was made to grow cotton on a 
commercial scale until 1909 when about 
1000 acres were planted in the vicinity of 
El Centro. The crop totaled about 300 bales 
from this acreage. In 1910, under the stimu- 
lus of the erection of gins and an ei) mill at 
El Centro, the acreage in the valley was in- 
creased to 5000 acres or more. 


The acreage devoted to cotton gradually 
increased and in 1912 and 1913 development 
of lands of the Colorado River Land Com- 
pany, of the Imperial Development Com- 
pany and of others south of the interna- 
tional boundary in Imperial!

Big Edison Project 

HE Southern California Edison Com- 

pany has 5000 men at work in the high 
Sierras, above Huntington Lake, in its $375,- 
000,000 power project which will be com- 
pleted about the year 1935, and will de 
velop a million and a quarter horsepower. 
Kh is tunneling through eighty-six miles of 
solid rock, the longest tunnel being four- 
teen miles. Supplies have been shipped to 
the high reaches to supply the men all win- 
ter. The men are now at work on power 
plant No. 3, and, when this is finished, work 
will start on Nos. 4 and 5, which will include 
the finishing of the tunnel] and turning the 
water into Shaver Lake and raising its lev- 
el. Hospitals have been provided in the 
mountains for the men, and all needful ar- 
rangements made for their comforts for the 
winter. This is the largest project of the 
kind ever undertaken. 


Many oil wells have been on the beam 
throughout the year, and the total product 
will mount into millions. 

The raisin crop is Fresno county's big- 
gest industry, and while not all of the raisins 
handied by the association, known as the 


county, the total product is handled here. 
This year the crop will total 220,000 tons. 
Other fruit crops, peaches, apricots, plums 
and table grapes, will bring the growers 
many more. 

The live stock and alfalfa industry is also 
heavy, and growers will reap a iarge amount 
from heavy production and more than av- 
erage prices. 

Building operations, which include the 
starting of a $1,000,000 hotel, the build- 
ing of the new Cooper department store, 
containing eight stories; the Patterson 
block, also eight stories, and the new Vir- 
gimia Hotel, together with two thousand resi- 
dences, will total more than $6,000,000 for 


the year. 


Irrigation Improvements 

HE Fresno irrigation district has ex- 

pended many thousands of dollars in 
improving ite system, cement lining its 
canals and laterals, building new bulkheads 
and putting the system into shape. The 
headgates on the Kings River have been 
replaced with cement superstructure, and 
made lasting for all time. 

The rural communities, which have inade- 
quate school facilities, have added to their 
already commodious schools, and in many 
cases erected new ones. The Frésno State 
College, formerly the Fresno Normal School,

School Buildings 

N SCHOOL building there has been no pen- 

nywise policy of providing for a few years 
onfy. During the past year, three fine high 
school buildings have been accepted. The 
one at Bishop, costing over $200,000, is said 
to be one of the three best west of Salt 
Lake City in lighting, convenience and mod- 
ern ideas. Big Pine and Lone Pine have 
new high schools adequate for years to 
come; Independence is now building. De 
sire for the best available led also to con- 
solidating two large adjacent districts with 
the Bishop grammar school. probably other 
sections of the valley will unite in the same 
way. 


Significant of is the new court- 
house at Independence, dedicated last sum- 
mer, costing approximately $250,000. The 
county offices are now in a commodious fire 
proof structure of classical design. This 
building was erected without a bond issue, 
and with but one year's moderate increase 
in taxes. 

Construction of new business buildings 
and residences throughout Owens Valley has 
measurably kept pace with public improve- 
ments, continual advances being made in 
this respect. 

Co-operative action is doing much for de 
velopment.

Co-operative Policy 


N IMPORTANT step now under way is 

the organization of an irrigation district, 
with the support of a large majority of af- 
fected property owners. Owens Valley's 
bounteous water supply is often prodigally 
wasted. By systematic distribution, this re- 
source will be made of greater benefit to 
present users as well as to thousands of 
home-farms yet to be. 


Co-operation and self-help are » exemplified 
in. active farm bureaus, with home depart- 
ments; young folks’ clubs for agricultural 
improvement. social and community im- 
provement organizations; chambers of com- 
merce in Bishop, Big Pine, Independence 
and Lone Pine, and a county organization 
co-ordinating the efforts of these latter 
bodies.

Maintenance of fishing advantages 
governmental agencies is supplemented by 
the efforts of the Rainbow Club of Bishop, 
organized for protecting this resource as 
well as for the pleasure of its members.

Here one is just a few 
minutes away from the city, yet wholly 
away from it. Here you can have a home 
as simple or elaborate as you choose, if 
you are a member of the Sunset Canyon 
Country Club. The “Hidden Playground” 


will not be closed to you, and you will be 
fully protected in your seclusion and 
healthful mountain environment. 

That is because the Sunset Country Club 
is a golf club—all grass greens and fair- 
ways—a country club, a mountain club, a 
swimming club, a hunting club and a fam- 
ily club. Doesn't sound like the average 
“Country Club,” does it? Well, it isn’t and 
it is! Faeing the golf course is the Loop 
club house, a veritable medieval castle in 
effect, and commanding a view that sweeps 
across the San Fernando Valley to the 
Santa Monica Mountains and the sea.

It will cost 
$160,000, and will be a five-story, reinforced 
concrete building. It will contain sample 
rooms, lobby, dining-room and kitchens, 
ladies’ parlor and five stores on the lower 
floor, while the other four stories will be 
used for guest rooms, each with its bath.

Live Stock 

HE introduction of pedigreed live stock 

in San Lais Obispo has meant much to 
the live stock industry. The rangy beef cat- 
tle are rapidly being replaced by the heav- 
ier breeds, which_can be raised more prof- 
itably, while the common dairy cattle are 
being replaced by pedigreed and thorough- 
bred animals of heavy milk strain. This 
year, at the State Fair at Sacramento, the 
Jersey cows exhibited by Warren and Cecil 
Day of San Luis Obispo were prize winners, 
and several of the horses and cows exhibited 
by the California Polytechnic School, which 
is located at San Luis Obispo, took prizes. 
At the Horse Show in San Francisco in Oc- 
tober, several of the Polytechnic horses took 
prizes, their Percherons receiving the high- 
est possible awards, with Motif being judged 
grand champion stallion, and Palo Alto 
Kitty, grand champion mare. The Poly- 
technic School is doing a real service to the 
stock raisers of the county in selling pedi- 
greed stock to local stockmen at reasonable 
prices. Many of the finest herds in the 
county contain stock from the school. 


Poultry Raising 


ROM the small farm flocks of poultry, 

raised on a hit or miss plan, a few years 
ago, poultry raising on a scientific scale has 
assumed an important position inthis 
county. <At Arroyo Grande are several 
large poultry farms which specialize in 
White Leghorns, and do a large business in 
eggs, fowl and day-old chicks. The Atasea- 
dero poultry colony is rapidly growing, and 


large quantities of poultry products are 


shipped from Atascadero every day in the 
year. Henry Miller, who for several years 
has been manager of the Atascadero Poul- 
try Farms, has recently secured a tract of 
land at Eaglet, which he is opening for 
poultry and berry ranches, and which will 
undoubtedly do much to bring the poul 

production of the county up to a much high- 
er mark. He has opened a large clearing- 
house, and a 20,000-capacity hatchery at the 
colony, and has induced a large poultry- 
produce house of Los Angeles te open of- 
fices there, so that there will be a market 
at the very door of the ranches. Mr. Miller 
has been training several ex-service men in 


poultry-raising, and many of these have tak- 
en ranches in the colohy and are prepared 
to raise poultry on scientific principles. The 
Miller colony is co-operative, and feed is se- 
cured in carload lots, thus effecting a con- 
siderable saving for the poultryman. In San 
Luis Obispo several tracts of land have 
been divided into small poultry ranches, and 
there is every indication that this county 
will eventually be one of the principal poul- 
try districts in the State. In addition to 
chickens, turkey raising is assuming a posi- 
‘tion of importance. Thousands of turkeys 
are herded on the large ranches near Cam-[ 
bria, Paso Robles and Templeton.

EANS have for years been a valuable 
crop of San Luis Obispo county, the 


value of the annual bean crop being estimat- 


ed at about $1,500,000. Some of the = 
bean land in the State is located in is 
county.

Motorists who have 
passed along the Morro road or the Pismo 
road when the sweet peas were in ‘bloom 
will not soon forget the acres of brilliantly- 
hued blossoms and the perfume wafted from 
them. Aside from their value as part, of 
the landscape, the flower seed farms in these 
districts and in the Chorro section are prov- 
ing immensely profitable.

LTHOUGH mining has been rather at a 

standstill for the past year, with the 
low market price of chrome and quicksilver, 
the protection givén to quicksilver by the 
new tariff has givén impetus to quicksilver 
mining..

HUGE irrigation project, fostered by 

Kern county farmers, is being promoted 
to supply wator from Kern River to an area 
of 292,000 acres. This will be a merger of 
the present irrigation system which will 
serve the district! from in, north to 
Shafter, Wasco, McFar and Delano, 
passing Bakersfield on the west. 


The Indian Wells Valley irrigation project 
contemplates the bringing of water from 
Mono Lake drainage area to the ~ »kern 
and Fremont valleys in the coun., south- 
east of the Sierra Nevada Mountains. 


Another irrigation district is being fos- 
tered by Miller & Lux, who own thousands 
of acres of tillable land in the county. This 
district would bring under cultivation ap | 
proximately 80,000 more acres. 

The power companies as well, including 
the San Joaquin and the Southern California — | 
Edison companies, are active in extending 
service into the new colony districts. Dur- 
ing the past year approximately eighty-five 
miles of cement pipe were laid in the pump 
irrigation area of the county for irrigation 
purposes. The greater part of this was on 
the lands of the Earl Fruit Company, a sub- 
sidiary of the Di Giorgio Farms Corpora- 
tion, which is improving 3000 acres in the 
Arvin district.

From this enterprise Arizona hopes 
to benefit in the irrigation of possibly 
500,000 added acres, while the area of added 
development in California will be even 
larger. 


On Salt River, the Salt River Valley Wa- 
ter Users’ Association is ready to proceed 
on the construction of two dams, intended 
to secure a triple power use of the river 
flow before it is delivered to the associa- 
tion's canals. On this enterprise will be ex- 
penditure of about $6,000,000, with resultant 
addition of about 50,000 horsepower and 
with storage, added to that of Roosevelt, 
enough to insure extension of the irrigation 
project near Phoenix by fully 50,000 acres. 
On the Gila, hope is known in larger degree 
concerning the early construction of the 
Sen Carlos storage dam, so much needed 
by the Florence and Casa Grande sections, 
while similar catchment basins may be cre- 
ated upon the upper river for the especials 
benefit of lands from Duncan to Pima.

Dramatic Story O F the Crumbling Old Missions 


ROM the rich and resplendent cities 
and flourishing agricultural commu- 
nities of the California of today, the 
historic eye casts back a fascinating- 

ly devious way to the rather barren but 
lovely wilderness claimed for civilization 

and Christianity, a century and a half ago, 
by a small, valiant band of brown-robed 
padres and a handful of leather-jacket 
soldados. Contemporaneotsly with the 
founding of the earliest of the twenty-one 
Franciscan missions, from the Bay of San 
Diego to the Bay of San Francisco, our 
forefathers ecross the continent were en 
acting the drama of independence. The de 
velopment of the two great seaboards could 
hardly have been more opposite. While 
that of the Atlantic consisted in the direct 
growth and expansion of the first planted in- 
stitutions, the smiling jand along the Pacific 
entered upon an erratic career, as replete 
with surprises and warm romance as a 
choice tome of fiction. 


We of today look upon the scarred rock 
walls and crumbling adobe ruins of the old 
missions, thinking how picturesque they 
appear against the ern richly elaborated 
background. Weattend the Mission Play 
and are transported by the well-rendered 
living pictures of high-colored festive gay- 
ety during the Spanish epoch; and we are 
deeply affected by the path struggles 
of the missionaries to-do ing for the 
natives. We feel vaguely the far-off fleet- 
ing presence of a great dream; it eludes our 
grasp: out im the real world it quite van- 
ishes, for there is nothing to show that the 
dream was realized. The early past is sev- 


ered from the late present. We admire, we: 


enjoy, we indulge in flights of fancy; but 
the significance of the mission story trails 
to the land of visions.

Success crowned the early efforts of 
the missionaries to a surprising and re- 
markable degree.

weavers, blacksmiths, carpenters, masons 
and tolerably skilled workers in a great 
variety of trades pertaining to the main- 
tenance of a rudimentary civilized sort of 
existence. Although to the deprivation of 
the producers, the missions succeeded in 
pmo the entire population of Cali- 
fornia: they even built up an export trade 
in hides and tallow, particularly with Bos- 
ton companies. 

The Francisc@ns expected to be able to 
make self-supporting, capable and moral 
Christians of the Indians in a period of ten 
years’ service at each mission. But the nat- 
ural dullness of the natives, combined with 
a depravity partly their own and partly fos-

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OVERING six and one-half acres with 

ite principal buildings, yardage and 
spur trackage from the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, the enormous new plant of the 
California Dressed Beef Company, Incorpo- 
rated——one of the most modern and without 
question one of the largest on the Pacific 
Coast—began operations last month Fac- 
ing Santa Fe avenue, with the office en- 
trance at 3860, the present institution is the 
result of thirty-five years of earnest en- 
deavor on the part of Mr. R. lL. Bliss and 
his associates. On one corner of the ground 
jwhere today stands the present equipage, 
Mr. Bliss first engage. in the meat-packing 
business in a very small way. In fact his 
first effort was the purchase of a beef from 
a neighboring rancher. After slaughtering 
the animal, with the assistance of members 
of his family; the dressed product was dis- 
posed of to near-by trade the following day. 


The present busines, which was estab- 
lished in 1902, was bullt on a foundation 
of hard work and steadfastness of purpose. 


it has consistently been the alm of the com- 
pany to serve the retail meat dealer. 

The plant of the company is most con- 
veniently located in the Los Angeles Union 
Stockyards District on Santa Fe avenue on a 
main street-car line. The white concrete 
walls and buildings form a most impressive 
sight. Large tron gdtes are /provided and 
the entire acreage is cemeftit-paved and so 
graded that perfect drainage is supplied 
at all times. Ample sewage connections are 
provided. The stock corrals are roofed. 
This keeps them dry in rainy weather and 
cool in summer time. Conveniently located 
in this maze vf corrals is a large receiving 
platform, equipped with a scale, to accom- 
modate a carload of live stock. These cor- 
rals provide for 15600 
beeves and calves, 3000 “hogs and 8000 
sheep. Sanitary automatic feed-hoppers 
and watering-troughs, scientifically de- 
signed by Mr. Bliss, take care of the stock- 
feeding problem. Each water trough con- 
nects with a master gauge located in the 
superintendent's office and there is never 
any food or drink-suffering among stock. 
fhe feed is supplied from narrow-gauge 


rail lines, running between long rows of 
pens. Feeding regu.ation is made possible 
through another ingenious device perfected 
by Mr. Bliss. 

At the left of the yards and entirely 
apart from the main plant, quarters for 
employees have been provided where street

The fire-proof main building, 
400 by 200 feet, with 300,000 square feet 
of floor space, is a four-story structure. In 
one corner of this building is the general 
office. The eastern end of the building

ofl refineries on the Pacific Coast, its daily 
capacity being in excess of 100,000 pounds. 
Storage facilities are provided for over 
1,000,000 pounds of high-grade shortening, 
rendered lards and refined vegetable oils. 
Four large-type elevators provide trans- 
portation of materials.

Trade With Orient 


IVE years ago the number of ships 
sailing for foreign ports from Los An- 
geles Harbor was negligible; today more 
thah a hundred lines regularly enter and 
leave this port. At this writing in excess 
of fifty lines are operating between Los 
les Harbor and the Orient and as the 
trade increases the number and tonnage of 
ships in the oriental trade will keep pace 
with the business. 

At this point it may be permissible to 
Gigress for 4 moment and comment on the 
incfease that has taken place in the na- 
tiow’s foreign trade with oriental countries. 
In 1914 our entire exports to Japan totaled 
$51,206,000. In 1919 our exports had in- 
creased to $%966.364.598. In 1914 our ex- 
ports to China amounted to $24,699,000 and 
by 1919 thie had increased to $118,274,000. 
It might be well to note here that this 4n- 
crease in our exports to Japan and China 
has had a corresponding influence on our 
total] trade, for when we speak of trade 
we mean, of course, the total commerce be 
tween the two nations: nal is, our exports 
to them and our imports fro m them. 


tween the United States and the Orient is 
rapidly expanding. It is therefore little to 
be wondered at that the trade of the city 
of Los Amgeles with these oriental coun- 
tries is aleo showing a rapid increase. That 
this trade is capable of greater develop- 
ment is easily understood when we consider 
that Los Angeles, by reason of her ex- 
panding manufacturing industries, is now in 
& pesition to produce a surplus of goods. 
These goods happen to be just such aé the 
countries across the Pacific are in need of 
and it also happens that they have great 
quantities of essential raw materials which 
we @re in a position to take in payment for 
our manufactured and other products.

sene, chemicals, raw cotton and a Ya- 
riety of other merchandise. In return for 
these, Japan sends us raw silk, cotton and 
wood manufactures, bamboo, earthenware, 
china and porcelain, together with great 
quantities of manufactured products that 
can be secured in no other market. China 
is one of our best markets for iron and steel 
manufactures, machinery of various kinds 
and wool, cotton goods and fuel oil and 
kerosene. 

When we consider that thé foreign pur- 
Chasing power of the people of China is at 
present very low, approximately $3 per 
capita, and that with the gradual expansion 
and development of her latent resources, 
which are very great, she will gradually in- 
crease that purchasing power, is it any won- 
der that men with a genius for commerce 
are anxious to get a foothold in this great 
market? Let us suppose, for Instance, that 
in the course of a few years the foreign 
purchasing power of China doubles, a not- 
unreasonable supposition, and that instead 
of $3 per capita it becomes $6 per capita. 
The result would be a purchasing power 
of foreign goods of $2,400,000,000. This is 
as sure to happen as that tomorrow's sun 
will rise and, when it does, Los Anfeles, 
with her expanding facilities, her increasing 
number of ship lines, her greater surplus 
of goods for export, will be one of the mer- 
cantile groups to reap a rich and profitable 
return for her trade efforts.

tential market~jt is by no means our 
only market. To the north of us lies Can- 
ada. To this market we are shipping lem- 
ons, oranges, automobiles and fuel ofl in 
great quantities. Our trade with this 
friendly neighbor on the north runs into the 
millions, and by reason of their need of 
our citrus fruits and fuel oils, two products 
in which we are particularly rich, a great 
increase of trade may be confidently looked 
forward to. In return for these ucts 
we receive from Canada news t, lom- 
ber, wood pulp and fertilizers, all of which 
are essential to our own continued indus- 
triaf and agricultura) development.* ~~ 


Then to the south of us He Mexico and 
all the west coast of South America. Here 
is a market that is capable of almost un- 
limited expansion. Here are countries that 
are just in the morning of their develop- 
ment. The need our products, in the form 
of cotton manufactures, iron, steel, machin- 
ery, wearing apparel, drugs, paper, soaps, 
medicines, dried and canned fish, gasoline, 
fuel oils, kerosene, cement and a thousand 
and one other products of more or less im- 
portance in their scheme of living, which, 
as they advance in wealth, will become 
greater and of wider variety. 

Strange as it may seem, our second 
best customer is England, though our 
sales to England for the yeaf 1921 amount- 
ed to but one-half of those to Japan, our 
best customer.

It is not the purpose of this paper to pre- 
sent a catalogue of otr dealings with the 
nations of the world, for to do so would be 
to completely outrun the space limite at 
my disposal. What I particularly wish to 
emphasize is that Los Angeles is now one 
of the six most important foreign trede 
centers in the United States, and if the rate 
of expansion that has taken place in the 
past few years is maintained, it is only a 
question of time until we shall hdve com- 
pletely outdistanced most of our rivals. 

Goods bearing the Les Angeles imprint 
are now being. shipped to every port in the 
world. As the shipping facilities of the port 
are increased, the volume of goods will in- 
crease. When it is seen that goods to the 
value of several millions of dollars are 
shipped from this port to such distant points 
as Hongkong, India and Ceylon, Australia 
and the islands of the South Seas, to say 
nothing of what goes to Europe and South 
America and to Caribbean ports, the day 
when the cynic can smile at our foreign- 
trade pretentions has passed.

HIS is a strong statement, in view of

the Spanish “Conquistadores” 
meade their “jormado del muerto” 
across the deserte-north of Mexico im 1540, 
they found may iadigenous tribes of In- 
dians, péssessed of a certain nearcivilised 
stamp of culture and practicing arts and 
crafts of admirable ingenuity. They made 
cioth from a sort of wild cotton. They 

thed themselves in neat and serviceable 

rments. Phe woolen robes of the Fram 
chrean missionaries Were far from fovel to 
the Hopi tribes, who had partially domestt- 
cated herds of big-horn sheep. Out of clay 
and the fibers of plants they fashioned jare, 
utensils and ceremonial objects. Their bas- 
kete and ollas were not only useful, they 
were beautiful in the character of the de- 
signe woven into them or traced upon them. 
Nor were they drab and colorless; mauy 
vegetable dyes and clay pigments entered

Hence 
today blanket weaving is practiced only by 
the Navajo Indians; nearly all the Pueblo 
tribes make pottery, and some of the Hopis 
make baskets and weave dresses. The 

Of DasKetry is practiced by a number 
tribes in the Southwest, including Apaches, 
Pimas, Papagos and the California Mission 
Indians. 

No machine has been devised that can 
turn Out anywhere near so compact and 
durable a basket as can the lean dark hands 
of ah old Apache or Cabuilla squaw. The 
baskets of the civilized peoples are cheap 
and fragile, rough and homely, in compari- 
son. Neither the Japanese, the Chinese, 
nor the Islanders make y that can com- 
pete with those of the uthwestern In- 
dians. The reason may no doubt be traced 
to utility; the Indians depended upon their 
baskets for so many purposes, even for the 
holding of water and for cooking, that they 
Went to infinite pains to weave eerveneaaee 
and durable articles. 

The Indiana made not only things to use 
but took advantage of the opportunity to 
give expression spiritual ane; 


the 


most of their impulse for music entered 
into the designs and color combinations in 
their baskets and blankets and on their pot- 
tery. More important still, these _intel- 
lectual and temperamental gropiggs were 
all cast forth together into a most graphic 


representation of religion. A collection of 


Southwéstern Indian things is a primitive 
literature, an anthology, an Indian Bible. 
The designs and figures and colors have 
the power of vitalizing the crudest and most 
juvenile of products. What then must the 
interest be to the appretigtive collector in 
looking upon the most finished of their arf- 
ticles, exquisitely traced with a thought, a 
legend or a prayer, evolved from the soul of 
the artificer! No tW®¥o of their objects are 
alike. Each is distinctive: each bears the 
vital impress of a personality. 

The Indians were, and the majority of 
them still are, animists, believing im a liv- 
ing nature filled with gods, and 
evi] spirits. In every natural ph 
they see a deity. On account of the arid 
condition of the Southwest, water is the 
thing of most concery. Therefore the Indian 
theology runs much to the gods of the rain, 
of rivers, springs and lakes; and involves 


pretty conceptions of relationships between, 


certain birds and animals and the deities 
of the water sources. Their designs there- 
fore are expressions of their ideas about 


No one has succeeded in deciphering the 
exact symbolism in the designs. The South- 
western Indians were not realistic artists: 
they conventionalized every object that they 
reproduced. We see through cértain of 
their figures—the whirlwind design, for ex- 
ample, which slightly resembles the pro- 
peller of a boat, and the zigzag lines of 
lightning. But their commonest design, 
that of rain and clouds, we woulé take for 
terraces and lattice work, unless We were 
Initiated into the actual significance. Since 
coming into contact with our civiligation ef- 
forte at the realistic depicting of animals, 
birds, butterflies and people show in their 


work. Unfortuntely it must_be said that the 


three chief arts of the Indians have dete- 
riorated under the influences of civilization. 
Now utility is than half of the incén- 
tive; the main object is to get money: ahd 
naturally the designs placed upon commer- 
cial wares could not be expected to repre- 
sent the inmost thoughts of the makers.

> to the last census of the 
United States Bureau of Markets and 
Crop Estimates, there are 632,000 dairy cat- 
tle in the State with a total value of $48.,- 
032,000: 1,380,000 beef cattle with a total 
value of $47,886,000; 2,450,000 sheep with a 
total value of $12,985,000; 834,000 hogs with 
a total value of $9,758,900: 367,000 horses 
with a total value of $30,094,000; and 61,000 
mules with a total value of $6,222,000. This 
gives a total value of this live stock of 
$154,977,000. 

The total annual consumption of beef, 
pork and mutton in California can be satis- 
factorily estimated from the United States 
Department of Agriculture figures on per 
capita consumption. These figures show 
the annual consumption of beef in Califor-

These figures show that the 
amount of beef consumed in one year totals 
in value more than twice the total value of 
all beef cattle om California farms. 

These figures also show that the pork 
consumed in one year in California totals 
in value more than ten times the value 
of hogs on California, farms. These figures 
show that there is am ample market for 
greatly increased quantities of beef and 
pork produced in the State of California. 
Although the above facts show that much 
more fresh meat is consumed in California 
than is produced here, reports of animals 
slaughtered show that there is considerable 
increase from year to year. . 

Im 1920 there were 886,126 head of meat 
animals slaughtered in Los Angeles under 
Federal and city inspection. Im 1921 there 
were 1,119,846 meat animals ughtered

A to the best estimates that can 
be obtained, 5 per cent of the cattle slaugh- 
tered in Los Angeles come from local sourc- 
es around Los Angeles, 15 per cent come 
from Southern California, 25 per cent from 
Central California, 15 per cent from Arizona, 
and the other 40 per cent from Nevada, 
Utah, Idaho, Montana and other points over 
one thousand miles distant from Los An- 
geles. The above figures are based on live 
animals shipped into Leos Angeles for 
slaughter. (A smaller percentage of hogs 
are produced in the State than either cattle 
or sheep.)

Better Pasiuring Methods 
HERE are many opportunities to in- 
crease the production of meat animals 

in California by improving the quality of 
the stock used and improving the ranges. 
Many of the ranges of California have been 
overpastured. Better methods of pasturing 
on the range and the improvement of rang- 
es through the introduction of satisfactory 
forage plants will result im imcreased pro- 
duction of beef and mutton. Experiments 
being carried on by the University of Call- 
fornia show that the amount of beef pro- 
duced on a given piece of range land can 
be very greatly increased by improving the 
forage plants on the range and removing 
steers at an early age and finishing them off 
with supplementary feeding in the valleys. 
These experiments would indicate that the 
beef problem will be solved by keeping a 
much smaller number of steers on the range, 
and particularly those steers which are three 
or four years old and over; and replacing 
them with cows of good quality. The num- 
ber of calves will therefore be increased

It will re- 
open hundreds of old mines containing 
gold, silver, copper, lead; it will render 
available the vast deposits of low-grade 
ores, of which the number includes nearly 
all that are known to applied science, both 
in the metallic and in the nonmetallic 
classes. It will powerfully stimulate delv- 
ing into the mineral resources of a vast 
wilderness whose surface deposits have 
hardly been touched owing to operating and 
transportation difficulties, and hid- 
den wealth is a book unopened. New rail- 
roads and fine concrete roads will provide 
cheap transportation for the movement of 
ores to the smelting and refining cen- 
From the Colorado River westward 
trains will, im all probability, be rum to Los 
Angeles on electrical power. 
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OUNTAINS of iron ore, tungsten, mo- 

lybdenum, manganese and other metal- 
lic-bearing ores; huge deposits of rock 
salt, silica, gypsum, borax, infusorial earth, 
talc, lime, cement, pumice, alum, and so on, 
are lying practically untouched because of 
lack of facilities for utilizing them in the 
West. The Pacific Coast has suffered see- 
ing certain of its ores shipped to the manu- 
facturers in the East, at most narrow profits 
to the producers; then shipped back again 
as finished products to supply the western

ers, im the case of ores that could not be 
mined at all, because of prohibitive market-

in the World. But its activities in this line 

have made remarkable jumps in 1922: today 

Harbor holds the enviable posti- 

tion of receiving more lumber products 

than any other of American ports. An 

average of 10,000,000 feet of lumber enters 
the harbor daily from the north. 

In the conversion of the raw lumber into 
the finished product, there are seven huge 
lumber yards and mills in operation, with 
three others either under construction or 
contemplated. One of the latter, that of the 
Los Angeles Lumber Products Company, 
when it begins operations early in January, 
will be the largest and most complete plant 
of ite kind on the Pacific Coast. Products 
of the Los Angeles yards, both the raw and 
finished product, move inland at the rate of 
10,000,000 feet per day, the biggest factor 
in the development of the Southwest. All 
midwestern commercial centers, including 
Othaha, Kansas City and St. Louis, are regu- 
jar markets for Los Angeles Harbor’s 
ber production. 

The close of 1922 also saw the port come 
to the front as the greatest American ofl 
port. The remarkable growth of Califor- 
Ria’s petroleum industry, coupled with Los 
Angeles Harbor’s geographical location and 
economic conditions .along the Atlantic sea- 
board and on the Continent, brought about 
an increase in oil exports of from 1,500,000 
barrets during June, 1922, to 3,800,000 bar- 
rele in August, lash 


Four ofl companies, for several years 
have had huge refineries or terminals at 
the port. The beginning of 1923 will see 
three others go into operation after an ex- 
penditure of $10,000,000 for construction 
alone in three months. Five new oil trans- 
port services have entered the port's per- 
manent list during the past six months. 

Shipping men point out that ‘the port is 
peculiarly adapted to become the one great 
ofl port of the world. No other port in 
America has as fine bunkering facilities. A 
vessel may come in from the open sea, and 
within five hours have enough fuel oil ia 
her bunkers to carry her around the world, 
the fuel being taken either direct from the 
terminal or from barges. 

Fuel ofl at Los Angeles Harbor fs not 
only of the highest grade, but cheaper than 
at any other bunkering port in the world. 
It is pumped into the tanks of vessels, eith- 
er at San Pedro or Richmond, for one dollar 
per barrel. The next lowest price is at 
New Orleans, where the termina! price is 
$1.25 per barrel. All Aflantic ports quote 
$1.45 per barrel, with the exception of 
New York, where the ojd figure of $1.51% 
per barre! still holds. 

Tanker fleets, flying the flags of America. 
Great Britain, France, Norway and Japan, 
carry, not only crude and fuel oil, but re 
fined products to every corner of the globe. 
California gasoline is transported in huge 
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tion, giving employment to 15,000 persons 
and with a total output valued at $10,000,000 
annually. 

A fishing fleet numbering more than 400 
of the most modern craft of their type on the 


west salmon industry have transferred their 
activities to Southern California waters, and 
have given great impetus to the industry. 

Los Angeles Harbor is the home port of 
the Pacific Fleet, the greatest fighting force 
afloat. For the greater portion of the year, 
this mighty armada, including twelve huge 
dreadnaughts and scores of auxiliaries, rides 
at anchor within the protection of the break- 
water, cruising to the drill grounds only a 
few miles off shore for maneuvers and re 
turning each evening. 

Climatic conditions obtaining at the port 
are ideal for the training of sailormen, as 
well as for practice and maneuvers and up 
keep of the warcraft. Asa result of this, the 
Navy has for years maintained the most 
powerful submarine flotilla in Pacific waters 
at Los Angeles Harbor, and is now preparing 
of a $56,000,000 

base for 


underwater craft in the world. 

With the dreadnaught force at its home 
base, Los Angeles Harbor is also the home 
of the 15,000 officers and men manning the 
fighting craft. The soctal and athletic ac- 
tivities of the sailormen form an important 
link in the civic life of the Southland. 


Mention of the selection of the port as 
the base of the Pacific Fleet brings out the 
fact that Los Angeles Harbor is the best nat- 
urally protected harbor in the world. It 
nestles back in the elbow of a great arm 
of land which has as its seaward extremity 
the rocky promontory of Point Fermin. To 
the north, the Palos Verdes Hills rear them- 
selves to protect the Bay of San Pedro. 
Forty miles out to sea, the magic isles of 
Santa Catalina and San Clemente rise out 
of the Pacific as protection from the dreaded 
sou’westers, while eighty miles out to the 
northwest the Channel Islands form the 
northern end of this perfect natural barrier. 
Storms, therefore, never reach the Santa 
Catalina and Santa Barbara channels, and 
the port of Los Angeles is considered the 
best haven on the Pacific. 


Moreover, Los Angeles’ huge outer harbor 
is kept like a millpond by the great break- 
water that curves out from Point Fermin for 
a length of two miles. There is no bar 
at Los Angeles Harbor; the port has forty- 
eight feet of water at low tide, and behind 
the breakwater is anchorage space for more 
than a hundred ocean-going vessels. 


Port facilities of Los Angeles Harbor, too, 
are considered among the world’s best. 
There are now approximately thirteen miles 
of wharves in use, while work is rapidly 
going forward on nearly that much more of 
what will be the most modern wharves and 


piers on either coast. Chief among these 
projects is the huge Union Pacific terminal 
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built on each side of every wharf to 
tate the handling of cars and cargoes, wh 


Wharf Company, developments by the Har- 
bor Department in the Wilmington district, 
totaling $3,000,000, and extensive increases 
in the plants and activities of the ten lum- 
ber companies operating at the port. 

With all this growth in the commercial 
and industrial life df the port, the town of 
San Pedro itself has, by necessity, grown 
by leaps and bounds. From a population of 
15,000 in 1917, it boasts of more than 37,000 
permanent residents for the first part of 
1923. Building, the universal indication of 
a city’s growth, has also taken a remark- 
able jump during the year. Building per- 
mits totaling nearly $5,000,000 were issued, 
while over 1100 of these permits were for 
residences alone. Five new residential 
tracts and subdivisions were siso opened 
up during the year. forming 
the eastern center of the also expe- 
rienced the greatest boom in its history dur- 
img 1971, while the contagion of prosperity 
and growth has also extended to Harbor City 
and Lomita, thriving industrial and _ resi- 
dential suburbs of the port. Back up on 
the Palos Verdes Hills, a great development 
project is getting under full swing and $30,- 
000,000 will be expended to complete the pri- 


mary aims of its promoters. When this big 
development gets under way, the whole Los 
Angeles Harbor area, comprising a huge 
semicircle {of approximately 120 square 
miles, will one great, fully-organized en- 
tity. Transportation facilities of Los Angeles 
Harbor are uniquely the most efficient in 
America. More than 40 per cent of the port's 
water-borne commerce is transportéd to or 
from ship side by motor track—the only 
seaport in the world where a similar condi- 
tion obtains. The rail facilities, too, are es- 
pecially well adapted to the needs of the 
port. Three lines, the Southern Pacific, the 
Union Pacific and the Pacific Electric, enter 
the harbor, while a fourth, the Santa Fe, 
will be im full operation by early spring. 
The Harbor Department maintains the Mu- 
nicipal Belt Line, which serves every dock or 
terminal on the mainiand section of the har- 
bor. On Terminal Island, or the East San 
Pedro section of the port, the land trans 
portation facilities are controlled at pres- 
ent by the Union Pacific system. : 
However, when the Immense twin bas- 
cule bridge over Cerritos Channel goes into 
operation at the close of this year, it will 
open up another great transportation artery 
from the port into Los Angeles. The Har- 
bor Truck Boulevard, twenty-three miles of 
concrete, leads directly from the city’s in- 
dustrial district to the site of the bridge, 
which will be the largest in the world. 
Two of the most complete and largest 
shipbuilding plants on the Pacific Coast are 
also located at Los Angeles Harbor. The 
Los Angeles Shipbuilding and Drydock Cor- 
poration, located in the West Basin, boasts 
facilities for the repair, overhaul and re- 
conditioning of the largest vessel afloat, 
and also has unlimited facilities for new

The port's foreign commerce for 1922 was 
im excess of $50,000,000, an increase of ap- 
profimately 106 per cent over 1921. Japan 
again led as Los Angeles Harbor’s best cus- 
tomer, one-fifth of our total foreign trade 
being with Nippon. Canada and the British 
Isles came second and third, with Mexico 
fourth, in volume of trade. 


Exports to foreign countries were funda- 
mentally the same as those sent to the east 
coast, although of a more miscellaneous na- 
ture. Exports to Japan consist largely of 
petroleum, iron and steel manufactures, 
chemicals and raw cotton. To England, the 
second important country as to exports, 
went largely canned and dried fruits, ofl 
cake meal, agricultural products, cotton and 
canned fish. China, the third in the export 
list, received goods of a widely diversified 
nature, consisting chiefly of iroeh and steel 
manufactures, medicines and drugs, wool 
and cotton goods, fuel and kerosene oil. 


Canada comes first in the import list, and 
from the country to the north Los Angeles 
Harbor received mostly newsprint paper, 
with lumber, wood pulp and fertilizer mak- 
ing up the balance. Japan, during 1922, sent 
to Los Angeles large shipments of silk, wool 
and cotton manufactures, bamboo, china 
and earthenware. 

From Europe, the port's biggest imports 
consist of plate-glass, pigiron, coke, steel bil- 
lets, wool goods, chemicals, linseed oil, 
lincleum, rags and flax. Mexico last year 
sent chiefly sugar, coffee, fresh fish, vege 
tables and cacao, with shipments also of 
hardwood lumber, kapok and mother of- 
pearl. 

A study of the trend of foreign trade 
shows that the imports from England, in 
return for raw materials purchased on the 
Pacific Coast, are largely manufactured ar- 
ticles. From the Orient, however, as well 
as other countries whose industrial Mfe is 
not so far advanced as that of Great Britain, 
the opposite is true. 

In other words, the foreign commerce of 
Los Angeles Harbor is rapidly making the 
port a great world market for the raw ma- 
terials of certain parts of the world, as 
well as the -finished products of other 
countries. 


MARKETING FARM PRODUCTS 
More Systentatic Methods of Distribution Follow Increase in 
Yield and A 


GRICULTURAL thought has passed 
A through two stages and is entering 
the third. As the first period was 
marked by the focusing of science upon

ted study of distribution, so the third is 
to be distinguished by an awakened interest 
in the market itself—the buying and con- 
suming habits of the public and how they 
may be influenced. 

“To make two blades grow where one 
grew before,” has expressed, in popular 
phraseology, the motive of most agricultural 
study. Until recent years comparatively lit- 
tle attention has been given to the prob- 
lem, rapidly developing in some industries, 
“What shall be done with the extra biade?”’

Supply and demand are the two factors 
that control farm product prices. Since the 
first cannot be influenced, farm industries 
which have worked out the possibilities of 
aggressive sales methods, yet are desiring 
to improve their market, must devote their 
attention to the stimulation of demand. In 
mo other way can a rapidly imcreasing crop 
be moved into consumptionmat a price that 
will yield the grower a fair return. 


Thirty years ago, when California pro- 


duced approximately 2,000,000 boxes of or-|; 


anges annually, the growers thought they 
were overproducing. The supply was so far 
im excess of the demand that at times the 
returns were below costs. By cooperation 
they reduced expenses, minimized decay and 
perfected their marketing machinery, until 
by 1914 they had pushed 
sales to 10,000,000 boxes. 
But fn response to the success of co-opera- 
tive organization, thousands of acres had 
meanwhile been planted. It was clear from 
a study of the figures on nonbearing acre 
age that within a few years California would 
face the task of moving 50 and then 100 per

10,800,000 boxes at profitable prices raised 
&@ grave doubt as to whether or not the pub- 
lic would consume so great a supply from 
this one field of production. 

Success meant finding new consumers of 
oranges, and persuading the then-existing 
users to use more. The major opportunity 
lay in establishing with the public the or- 
ange eating habit, convincing people of the 
healthfulness of this fruit and teaching con- 
sumers the variety of ways in which oranges 
might be served.

The great 
outstanding fact, the summary impression 
of the exposition, was, Industry Directed to 
the Complete Service of Man. 


This side of Los Angeles’ progress has 
consisted in the developing and establishing 
of trades and functions capable of meeting 
the needs and pleasures, and of serving the 
occupations and livelihoods of its own popu- 
lation, making additional allowance for the 
extensive rural interests, both agricultural 
and mining. The 1922 Pageant showed con- 
vincingly that Los Angeles business is 
abreast of the many-sided interests of the 
high medern, but not teo intensely commer- 
cial, version of life in Southern California. 
Right within its own factories, yards, plants, 
shops and studios are made and assembled 
all the appurtenances of life from the pur- 
suit of livelihoods to the equipping of 
homes and the adornment of living. 


Trade Center Here 


HE bright miles of pageantry compactly 

laid out tm streets like a great modern 
trading mart, told the hundreds of thou- 
sands of visitors three, or possibly four, 
main things. It assured traders from all 
parts of the West and Southwest, from 
South America and near and distant lands 
of the Pacific, that they could henceforth 
look to Los Angeles as to a trade center of 
@ Vast region, for all such supplies, articles 
and equipment as they niight need for the 
better maintenance of life and the develop 
ment of their countries’ resources. A warm 
assurance it conveyed to native sons and 
daughters and to prospective settlers of 
boundless occupational opportunities. To 
the directors of industry, little and great, to 
farmers, miners, builders, engineers, manu- 
facturers, it displayed the tools, the ma- 
chinery, the various equipment, as well as 
the sources of operative power, needed in 
the furtherance of their many different en- 
enterprises. And finally, to all in the con- 
cern of establishing homes and living well 
and contentedly, it provided lavish displays 
of the endless variety of useful things, from 
the least to the greatest, ascending from ne- 
*cessity to luxury and the amplification of 
life in amusement, recreation and the pur- 
suit of the highest culture.

@ person take stock of the divers products 
of these hundreds of firms, large and small: 
nor talk with their representatives and 
proprietors—some af huge establishments 
which had elected to invest great sums in 
launching new enterprises in Los Angeles 
because of cheap rates of water and of 
power, or becauge of favoring conditions of 
climate; others who from small beginnings 
had built up flourishing businesses—one 
could not talk with these successful trade 
folk without acquiring a surprisingly large 
notion, and a most respectful attitude, in 
regard to the dawning industria] career of 
Los Angeles.

We see miniatures 
of dams, aqueducts, pumping and power 
plants; systems of distribution, water works 
and irrigation; all the various materials in- 
volved in the making of wells, the storage 
of water and the using of it to the greatest 
advantage. 


in interest. We learn how the water is 
made to generate electricity on its way to 
serve the needs of homes, orchards and fac- 
tortes. Closely correlated are the utilities 
of lighting, heating and _ transportation. 
While three kinds of gas and the tremen- 
dous petroleum industry provide adequately 
for present requirements, it ts pleasing to 
learn that the present and prospective sup 
plies of hydroelectric power are more than 
ample to take care of the industria) growth 
of both city and country, as well as to re- 
place gas and fuel oll, as these natural re 
sources begin to show depletion. These 
utilitf®s invite us to investigate a mass of 
devices, machines, fixtures and materials es- 
sential to the transformation from raw re 
source to service—articies put out by the 
plants and factories of Los Angeles. While 
some things are still imported from eastern 
industrial cities, their use here is dependent 
upon parts and connections locally manu- 
factured. 


Transportation carries us into the triangu- 
lar investigation of railroads, navigation 
and motor travel; the first involving three 
transcontinental lines and many local auxil- 
jaries: the second introducing the Los An- 
geles Harbor, and the third going far and 
wide into the delightful subject of California 
* 


Railroad Terminal 


REAT significance attaches to the fact 

that all the railroads entering Los An- 
geles terminate there: the trains, both 
freight and passenger, finish their journey 
in Los Angeles and unload. Inversely, they 
radiate from the southwest city to al! parts 
of the United States, Canada and Mexico. 
That Los Angeles possesses a harbor fs sur- 
prising the whole world. And it Is such a 
harbor, artificially created, as with its ship- 
yards, drydocks and rapidly augmenting 
commerce, to bid smilingly for a place 
among the most famous porte of the future. 
Passing on to the automobile exhibits we 
find flourishing branches of eastern con- 
cerns: native plants where parts, electrical 
equipment, bodies, tops, tires and attach- 
ments are made: and one factory turning 
out a completely built California car. 


The forty acres of fair crounds wére in- 
adequate to include an exhibition of the 
agricultural tndustries along with the me- 
chanical.

Nor does this hospitable land stop with 
the well-rounded and lavish feeding of us: 
it doctors us, anoints us, makes us chemical- 
ly dark, fair, wrinkleless, freckleless, or as 
we will, by means of scores of preparations 
from the ofls, juices and acids of its fruits, 
vegetables and wild herbs. Growing apace 
with the moving-picture industry are a num- 
ber of laboratories of cosmetics, one of 
which uniquely compounds face creams and 
toilet waters out of citrus oils and acids.

HUNDRED-MILLION-DOLLAR COW INDUSTRY 
Dairying Developed on an Extensive Scale Throughout California 


HE dairy industry tn California has 
rs been brought to a high degree of effi- 
ciency. Much of the improvement has 
been accomplished by the selection of better 
sires and the development of cow-testing as- 
sociations. Such testing has been in opera- 
tion for about fourteen years in Humboldt 
county and has since been introduced into 
many other counties. 

The Cow-Testing Association, operated 
under the supervision of the dairymen’s 
department of the Los Angeles County 

Bureau, in co-operation with the Agri- 
cultural Extension Service, is outstanding in 
its number of cows and their average pro 
duction. Fifty-five hundred cows are regu- 
larly tested by this association—the largest 
in the West, if not in the entire United 
States. The average production of animals 
in the association is also a feature of the 
work. During the year ended June 30, 1923, 
this average was 8857 pounds of milk and 
348.9 pounds of butterfat. 


There has been a marked increase in the 
number of pure-bred cattle in California 
and in this association. During the’ same 
ye@r the records of production on pure breds 
were kept separate from those on the 
grades and these figures show that the av- 


erage of all pure breds was 11,234 pounds 
of milk and 18 pounds of butterfat, as 
against the average production of all grades 
i the association of $546 pounds of milk 
and 342.5 pounds of fat. 

The in production of the pure 
breds over that of the grades serves as an 
example to of the effectiveness 


Climatic conditions in California gener- 
ally are ideal for the dairy industry. The 
animals can be kept outdoors the year 
round, which eliminates the overhead ex- 
pense for barns and equipment. 

These dairy cows are not ealled upon to

use up a large part of their energy in keep- 
ing themselves warm, but are able to be 
more efficient machines in the production of 
milk. This is a pronounced advantage 
which California dairymen have over east- 
ern dairymen. 

Several world’s records of milk production 
have heen made recently in this State, and 
the number of records in all breeds of dairy 
cattle made here is rapidly increasing. This 
point is further emphasized by the fact that 
several of the well-known and well-estab- 
lished eastern dairy concerns are moving 
to California. 

The industry is wel! distributed over the 
State, although in certain parts it has been 
developed to a greater degree. The San 
Joaquin and Sacramento valleys are estab 
lished dairy sections, as is the Imperial 
Valley. In Los Angeles county and the ter- 
ritory tmmediately adjacent has been de- 
veloped a large dairy industry, different in 
that practically all the milk is consumed 
as whole milk. In the other places much 
of the milk goes into butter, cheese and 
other products. 

Los Angeles county is the largest con- 
sumer of market milk, having used 19,891,- 
005 gallons during the year ended June 39. 
San Francisco is next with slightly over 
12,000,000 gallons for the same period. 
total consumption of market milk in the 
State for the year stated was 72,551,911 


gallons. 

During this same year 105,446,108 pounds 
of butterfat was produced im California. 
The total value of California market milk 
during the year was $40,398,478; of butter, 
$31,084,274. Other milk products brought 
thé total dairy output in California to 
$97,125,398.

The road constituted the first big step 
in the Goed Roads movement in California. 
the movement from which has come our 
superb system of highways. Thus it can 
be justly said that FreGerick W. Mattern 
was one of the fathers of a public devel 
ment of far-réaching social and econom 
importance. Of this quiet, unostentatious 
gentleman, Maurice O. Bidridge, when = 
rector of the Bureau of Public Road 
quiriés, Department of Agriculture, ett 
‘said, in discussing oi] roads, “I am free to 
admit that the inventor of the system is 
as great a benefactor to the world as the 
inventor of the Macadam system of high- 
ways.” 

The invention of the oll road opened up 
a large field for low-aravity California pe- 
troleum at a time when that product was 
a drug on the market. “Road oil” produc- 
tion became an important part of the 
State’s oll industry, demonstrating the Mat- 
tern invention to be a highly consequential, 
economic factor and the savior of many 
low-gravity ofl-producing enterprises. 

On the maternal side Frederick W. Mat- 
tern was a descendant of the same family 
that gave ex-Premier Clemenceau of 
France to the world, and, in all respects, 
he proved worthy of his ancestry. He was 
a man of absolute integrity, of generous im- 
Pulses and performance, and of broadly 
tolerant spirit—though firm in convictions 
once formed, he recognized that each of us 
sees with the light he has, that though one 
may be erroneous in fact he can be righ 
ous in uy Acting always in good 
himself, he yielded good faith to others.

Although introduced into California in 
the latter part of the eighteenth century by 
the mission fathers, the raising of citrus 
fruits on a commercial scale dates back 
scarcely three generations to the first or- 
chard planting of six acres. This was es 
iablished at the Mission San Gabriel in 1804, 
a few trees of which were still bearing 
as recently as 1885. 


From this planting trees were gradually 
distributed to the gardens and court- 
yards of Southern California until. in 1841 
the first commercial orchard started by an 
American citizen was set out by William 
Wolfskill, a Kentucky trapper. This first 
commercial] orchard consisted of two acres 
and was located on: the tract now 
by the Southern Pacific passenger stat in 
Los Angeles. This planting proved to be so 
profitable that it was gradually increased in 
size until it embraced seventy acres in 
1870. The first full car of California or- 
anges shipped east in 1877 was from this 
grove. 


The commercial era of the citrus indus 
try dates back to the completion the

A conservative estimate 
places sugar consumption in the United 
States at approximately 5,000,000 tons an- 
nually.

Manufacture of beets into refined sugar 
is accomplished by scientific and economic 
processes. At the beet sheds, the beets de- 
scend to a flume containing flowing water 
by which they are carried to a washing 
tank, where they are cleansed from all ad- 
hering earth and fibers. Thus continuing 
to the completion of the finished product— 
sugar—everything from start to finish is 
done by machinery, operating automatic- 
ally. 

One valuable by-product of a sugar- 
beet factory is the pulp, which is 


dried and sacked or put in silos and sold to 
dairymen.
